“My letter to President 
Roosevelt must not Le regarded as a 
direct appeal to the government to In­ 
terfere In international affairs In Russia 
president Roosevelt has a personal side. 
fie possesses 
power 
and

wholly apart and distinct from that 
Which Is vested in him as chief magis­ 
trate of the United States. 
Knowing 
this, I therefore have taken the liberty 
of waiting a letter to him in the hope 
that he may be able through the force 
of his own striking personality, genius, 
talents and power to bring about some 
concert of action on the part of men 
as great as himself to put an end to 
the massacre of Jews In Russia. 
The 
situation of Jews in Russia is indeed 
a terrible thing. 
I almost failed to 
realize it at the outset.

well laid plans of bureaucrats to throt­ 
tle ilberalls 
In Russia, just as MUiu- 
koff predlc 
I months ago.”

BULLETS AND BAYONETS. 


Ninety Per Cent of the Killed and 
Wounded Victims of These Weapons. 
Odessa, Nov. IO.—Authentic accounts 
received here from various points in 
Bessarabia show that the anti-Jewish 
outbreaks there followed the same lines 
as at Odessa, varying only in the num­ 
ber of victims. 
Attempts at self-defense were quell­ 
ed by troops. 
Ninety per cent of the 
killed and wounded were victims of 
bayonets and rifle bullets. The looting 
was accompanied by atrocities similar 
to those witnessed at Odessa and con­ 
tinued for two days.

in new guise aud do new acts. 
The clown rehearses four weeks 
before the circus goes on tour, the 
art of being funny, and rehearses 
every morning to keep in practice 
and to keep up with the times 
W hen he isn’t rehearsing or per 
forming his own act, he is more 
likely than not to be found on the 
hind legs of the trick donkey or 
the front legs of the educated gi­ 
raffe.

Entire Year’s Tax Under Love Law 
Cannot Be Collected. 
Austin, Nov. IO.—In the test case of 
the P aris and Great Northern Railway 
company District Judge Brooks g ra n t­ 
ed an Injunction restraining the state 
of Texas, through Its officers, from 
collecting the entire year's tax under 
the Love bill, holding th at the state Is 
entitled to "but a tax of one hundred 
and 
sixty-seven 
three hundred and 
slxty-flfths of I per centum of Its gross 
receipts for the year ending June .IO. 
1905. and as plaintiff has made a valid 
tender of the am ount due under this 
construction, I think that tho Injunc­ 
tion prayed for should be granted.” 
Thus, according to Judge Brooks’ de­ 
cision. the state is entitled to collect 
but five and one-half m onths’ tax, or 
about $297,000, instead of $650,000, lf 
tho entire twelve months' tax was al­ 
lowed.
